How often are the designs of the malevolent 
rrustrated, by the very means they use to accomp- 
tish them !—They attack the character of the 
virtuous mane=-they drag him into ic view, 
with the intention to render him odious. They 
distort his sentiments, and attribute his good ac- 
tions to a bad cause-—But their plans prove abor- 
tive !—-His virtues recommend him to general ap- 
probation, and the very attempt to injure him, 
proves a means of introducing him to the pubhe 
favour! The evil passions which excited his 
enemies to curse him, are overruled; and behold 
in the end it is found they have “ altoyether bles- 
zed him 11!” 

But how is it with the instruments of malice 
ard detraction ? They cannot even keep their own 
secret discover their designs—they mani- 
fest their turpitude, and the “ anger, even of their 
former friends, is “ kindled against them,” whiist 
the language of public dtsupprobutton is distinctly 
heard, saying “Therefore now flee unto thy place, 
for lo, the Lord hath kept thee back from lonour'” 

Truth, like pure gold, stands the test of the 
severest scrutiny— he more it is handled, the 
brighter it shines Error, on the conirary, like 
base metal, grows darker by exposure ; and af it 
be intended, that it should reiain any value in the 
mistaken opinions of men, “its advocates must 

shroud it in darkness»—Like the doctrine of my 
opponent, it must be carefully wrapped in the 
mantle of Mystery ! 

In “ Paul’s” last address he tells us, *‘ his ob- 
ject at the first, was not to go into a full detail 
of the arguments for the Trinity, but to go just 
far evough to draw torth our sentiments, and shew 
to the world that we were Antiumitarians !!!?— 
if this were his whole design we grant that he 
has succeeded,—“ this point is established be- 
yond a doubt.”—Behold then, the result of all 
“ his prayers, his long anxiety, and earnest in- 
quiry after duty!!!” He has writien ten long and 
laboured Addresses*to us, on the subject of the 
Trinity : and this, not to defend hie own notions, 
but simply “ to shew to the world,” wha: fifty of 
our Writers published more than a Century ago !! 
to wit, that we were not Trinitarians—that we did 
not worship THREE GODS !—How much «he 
world may feel indebted to lim, I cannot say—if 
it was as ignorant as my opponent has supposed, 
I think we ought to be exceedingly obligea to 
him for hislabours. It is true, he meant io make 
us odious—but | think his intentions have been 
overruled, and that he bas “ altogether blessed 
us!” But I ween the advocates of a “PLURAL 
GOD,” will not thank bim much for his services ! 
He has gone “just far enough” to prove them 
TRITHEISTS—to expose them as worshippers 
of three separate Divine Beingsthree distinct 
Holy Spiris—THREE GODS! And then, w- 
stead of fully detending them in the hour of trial, 
he has ignobly left the fieid, and retired to the 
shades of mystery and darkness ; the gloomy abode 

of Bats, or, as the prophet expresses it, “ a Court 
for Owls.” Isaiah xxxiv_ 13. 

But why not “ go into a full detailof arguments 
for the Trinity ?’—Was not this subject, which 
he tells us is the “ very foundation of Christiani- 
ty’—* the first principle of revealed religion,” of 
sufficient importunce to induce him to defend it ? 
Or do not twenty-eight columns of the Reposttory, 
closely filled with his notzons on it, suffice for its 
defence ? Or, have his discerning friends admon- 
ished him to “ flee unto his place,” that hey may 
preserve the remnant of their heritage? Have 
they not said unto our modern Balaam, “ We call- 
ed thee to curse our enemies, and behold thou hast 
altogether blessed them !!!” ; 

But whether he has been so admonished or not, 
that his labours will have a good effect, is pretty 
certain. The present controversy will be one 
mean among many others, to excite reflection : and 
in our a Country, where Religious Liberty is 
yet established by law, to excite reflection is to do 
mueh toward the detection of Error, and the pro- 
pagation of Truth. ‘he doctrine of an Infinite 
Being subsisting in three distinct and separate 
parts, may be retained by some, whose minds 
were, thro early education, prejudiced in its fa- 
vour ; but there is little probability that rational 
and unprejudiced inguirers after truth, can ever 
embrace it, By the latter-class, whoare undoubt- 
edly numerous, the absurdity of the scheme will 
be discovered, and the monster rejected. 

The real causes which prompted “ Paul” to 
attack us in his unhandsome way, now more than 
a year ago, ata time, when the Society 1 advocate 
was travelling along in its usuai quiet way ; are 
every day developing themselves.

In order to institute such seminaries, vast sums 
of money are to be raised ; and Beecher calls elo- 
quently upon the people to give it! * Give your 
money te save your country from ruin! Give 
Saw to save millions of oar country-men 

heli! Give your money, that we may be res- 
cued from a violent death and a speedy one, by the 
hands of ignorance and aeeiigien and fimilly, 
“ Give, that you may provide for your ch 
an inheritance tible, and undefiled, 
anfading in heaven !!"—O the mighty power of 
tmoney when placed without stint in the hands of 
Calvinistic C men '!! What a pity itis that 
our Lord and bis Apostles did not discover this 
admirable plan of providing for posterity an inhe- 
ritance in the kingdom of heaven !/!” 

What this swarm of Priests are to do when 
they get fixed in snug births, with each a sulary 
et one or two thousand dollars a year, we may 
partly understand from the conduct and confes- 
gion of my opponent One of the fisrt measures

How strikingly do such men as my oppenent 
and his accomplices resemble the mercenary Son 
of Beor, and the ministers of Balak !—The text 
says, “ And the elders of Moab, and the elders ot 
Median departed with the rewards of divination in 
their hands ; and they came unto Balaam, and 
they spake unto him the words of Balak” and 
they said, ‘‘ Come now therefore, I pray thee 
curse me this people, for they are too mighty for 
me, peradventure I shall prevail that we may 
smite them, and that I may drive them out of the 
land ”—* Let nothing I pray thee hinder thee 
from coming unto me, for I will promote thee unto 
very great honour,”—and Balaam rose up in the 
morning and saddled his ass, and went with the 
Princes of Moab. Numb, xxii. 6, 7, 16, 17, 21. 

On this passage we may remark, Ist, —It was 
the elders that went to Balaam with the rewards 
of divination—A powerful motive !--2nd. “ And 
they said come now therefore” —that is, come for 
areward. 3$d.“Curse me this people for they 
are too mighty for me ”—We are afraid of them 
unless we have a divine or a diviner !—4th. But 
if thou curse them “ peradventure | shall prevail 
that we may smite them, and that I may driye 
them out of the land”—Calvinism can do nothing 
without an educated clergy—and the clergy can 
do nothing without @ reward—and without euch a 
reward, no homogeneous influence !—5Sth. “ Let 
nothing I pray thee, binder thee from coming un- 
to me.”"=-Every thing must bend to the great 
concern of smtting the people and driving them out 
of the land! 6th. “ For | will promote thee unto 
very great honour.”—Another powerful motive. 
7th. ‘* And Balaam rose up early tn the morning” 
—Strong motives produce prompt measures ! 
oth. “ And saddled his ass”’—Procured suitable 
help !—9th-—"* And went with the Princes of 
Moab”"—Great rewards—much honour—and the 
company of Princes will cause a mercenary Pro-

Here we see the motives offered to Balaam were 
“REWARDS AND HONOUR”—the very same 
that are tendered to the Balaams of our day; and 
that, so publicly, that Religious Newspapers, trom 
one end of the United States to the other, seem to 
be used, in a great degree, for this very purpose ! 
— The Press” says the infatuated Lyman Beech- 
er ™ must grown in the communication of our 
wretchedness, [for want of sufficient nuinber of 
learned theological priests]and from every pulpit 
in the land, the trumpet must sound long and 
loud ;—Newspapers, Tracts and Magazines must 
disclose to our countrymen their danger [ for want 
of an educated clergy } What is this frumpet 
to be sounded for’ Notonly to let us know our 
danger, but to ‘call upon the Pastors and their 
charches for their co-operation” to supply the 
ministers of Calvinism with money! To jet the 
people kriow, that * if each church would engage 
to pay at the rate of One Dullar a member, the 
result would be, an annual income that would 
support thousands of pious students.”—If this 
plan should be adopted, with the others recom- 
mended by Beecher, what a formidable Troop of 
young Balaams should we soon see repairing “ to 
the high places of Baul that they might see the 
utmost part of the people,” and anathematize all 
who dared to refuse subscription to the Calvanis- 
tic Creed !!!

Church rates, and innumerable Eccileciastical de- 
mands oppressed and impoverished the le ; 
and to this hour, inevery land, where they have 
the power, their exactions are continued. Where 
they have have not the power they endeavour to 
supply the defect by influence. And lastly.—They 
have been, and continue to be, the most bigoted 
and illiberal professors of the gospel that can be 
named! Not content with the enjoyment of their 
own opinions; from the pulpit and the press they are 
constuntly interfering in the concerns of others. Be- 
cause their neighbours cannot embrace the most 
irrational doctrines—adopt opinions derogatory

“ Paul’s” second argument is founded on the 
text, John vii. 18. Lam one that bear Witness 
of myself, and the Father that sent me beareth 
witness of me.” The conclusion he draws from 
this text, “ that God and Christ are in some sense 
two” may be fully granted without adding the 
least force to his Trinitarian scheme !—The plain 
Scriptures I have quoted to disprove a trinity of 
persons in the devine nature, show that they are in 
some sense two! God was in Christ recon- 
ciling the world unto himself” 2 Cor. ¥. 1% 
In this text it is shown that God and Christ 
are ina very clear sense two/ “God” refers 
us tothe Deity “Christ” to that Body which 
was born of thé Virgin Mary, which was after- 
wards crucified, and which “ Amicus” never was 
so stupid as to suppose divine.

Rurutu.

Blind indeed must be the infidel who 
cannot or who will not discover the over- 
ruling hand of God in the wonderful revo- 
lutions, that have taken place within a few 
years, in these islands of the sea. If idol- 
‘atry is a sin—if religion and civilization 


are blessings—surely we have every en- | 


couragement to go forward in the cause of 
missions, for the work is the Lord’s, and he 
has owned and blessed it: and, although 
he makes use of instruments, He has dis- 
played his sovereignty ina striking manner, 
by preparing these and the ‘Sandwich Is- 
lands, for the reception of the Gospel.

An account of the renunciation of Idola- 
try, and of the reception of Christianity 
by the natives of Rurutu, an Island in the 
South Seas. 150 51t. E. Long. 22. 29 
S. Lat. called in the charts Oheteroa. 


Raiatea, Oct 18, 1821. 

The whole of the circumstances relat- 
ing to this event having been peculiarly in- 
teresting and encouraging to us, we are de- 
sirous that all who are anxious tor the uni- 
versal spread of Givine truth, and feel in- 
terested in the success of Christian Mis- 
sions, may be acquainted with it, that they 
may be partakers with us of our joy. 

On the 8th March last, we saw a strange 
sail at sea, which made toward the reef, and 
appeared to be determined to hazard run- 
ning on it instead of bearing up for the 
proper harbor, a practice resorted to by the 
natives wheninextremity Perceiving their 
imminent danger, the Chiefs manned our 
boats and went off to pilot the strangers 
rs | into the harbor ; when they arrived 
we found they were natives of the Island 
of Rurutu. They had come from Mau- 
piti, touched o9 their voyage at Borabora, 
but could not get in for the contrary wind. 
‘They had been drifted about at sea ior three 
weeks, and latterly, without food and water, 
except salt,which they were ol“iged todrink 
Contrary winds drove them from their own 
island; but the Lord, to whose merciful 
designs the winds and waves are subser- 
vient, protected and guided them to these 
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very few leit, as the evil spirit was killing 
them very fast 
The Brig Hope, Captain Grimes, from 
Lendon touched at Raiatea.on July the 3d: 
we mentioned to the Captain our wish to 
get these poor people back te their own is- 
land; he, with a readiness which does him 
ithe highest credit, offered immediately to 
touch at their island, and to take our boat 
in tow, that we might have an apportunity, 
should our boat return from this yet un- 
known land, to open a communication with 
the natives. We sent for Auura, the chief, 
and his wife, who were highly delighted 
with the prospect of returning; but he 
raised an objection to going co this land of 
darkness unless he had some one with him 
to instruct him and his people We were 
rather at a loss how to act; however we 
immediately called on the deacons, inform- 
ed them of the circumstance, and desired 
them to inquire who would volunteer their 
services to go as teachers to these pvor 
people. They assembled the church, when 
two came forward we hope with the spirit 
and language of the Prophet of old, ** Here 
we are, sendus” They were the very 
men we should have chosen had we thought 
it prudent tonomirate; but knowing it was 
at the hazard of their lives, and that of their 
wives and little ones, we dared not to inter- 
fere, but left it to him who disposes the 
hearts and thoughts of men according to 
his will. Mabamene,a deacon, having a 
wife, but no children, was one; Puna, a 
steady, and we hopea truly pious man, 
having a wife, with two children, was the 
other: they were both men we could ill 
spare, on account of their steadiness and 
our confidence in them; but such charac- 
ters are the only proper persons for such a 
work, therefore every other consideration 
was obliged to give way. To select a crew 
to bring back our boat was the next consi- 
deration: as this tcok up the greatest part 
of the night, they had but a short time to 
get for the ship, which was to sail early the 
next morning. 
The Brig got under weigh the 5th of 
July, and after most affectionately commit- 
ing Mahamene and Puna, with their wives 
and little ones, to the care of our Lord and 
God in the presence of the congregatiun, 
we gave to each a letter in English and Ta- 
hitan, recognising them as under the paty 





islands. Maupiti was the first island they 
could make. 

They were exceedingly astonished at the 
difference of customs, men and women 
eating together’; the Areoi society, their 
dances, and every lascivious game com- 
pletely put away. When they heard of the 
new system of religion, and saw the people 
worshipping the living and true God, they 
were convinced of its propriety and supe- 
riority, and immediately began to learn to 
read. 

The Chief, with his wife and a few others 
went ashore at Borabora. Mr. Orsmond 
the Missionary of that station, paid every 
attention to them during their short stay : 
gave them books, and began to teach them 
to read ; but asthe canoe and the greater 
part of the people were at Raiatea, they 
soon followed. They were about 25 in 
number, men anil women. We set apart 
a certain time for their instruetion, suppli- 
ed then: all with elementary books, and 
gave them in charge to our deacons, who 
were very much pleased with, and diligent 
in the discharge of their new office. Their 
language being some what «different, the 
deacons could make themselves understood 
better than we could. 

Auuta, their chief, paid particular atten- 
tion as well as his wife : the greater part 
of the others were rather slothful. He 
appeared to appreciate the worth of know- 
ledge, and the value of the good tidings of 
salvation ; his attention was great and his 
questions upon general subjects were very 
judicious ; but his attention to and ques- 
tions upon our discourses were such as 
surprised not only the Raiateans but our- 
selves also. We think he possesses a very 
acute judgment so far ashe knows. We 
do not wish in thus speaking, to be under- 
stood that we belicve him to be what would 
be called in England a converted person, 
though we have now indubitable evidence 
that he is atrue convert trom idolatry to 
christianity. God hath called him and the 
people out of darkness to the knowledge 
of his Son Christ Jesus. Muay taney soon 
Teally know Him, whom to know aright is 

eternal life Auura was continually ex- 
pressing his anxious desire to return to his 
own land, and to carry to his pour country- 
men the knowledge he had obtained of the 
true God, and his Sun Jesus Christ, ex 
pressing his tears in an affectionate man- 


ronage of the London Missionary Society, 
with our sanction, and, recommending 
them to any captains of vessels that might 
touch at Rurutu. 

The vessel laying to, outside the reef for 
us prevented our having a regular service; 
but though short, it was both affecting and 
interesting. At length we conducted. our 
new fellow labourers to the Brig. The 
Captain paid every attention; took our 
boat in tow and departed, leaving us anx- 
iously waiting to hear in due season of their 
reception and success—nor were we disap- 
pointed, 

Part of the night previous to their de- 
parture was spent in supplying them as 
well as we could with those articles which 
they would find both necessary and useful. 
Every member of the church brought 
something as a testimovial of his affection 
—one brought a razor, anothera knife, a- 
nother a roll of cloth, another a few nails ; 
some one little thing and some another ; 
we gave them all the elementary books we 
could spare, witha few of the Tahitan 
Gospels of Matthew. Thus we equipped 
them for this interesting little mission as 
well as our circumstances would allow. 

On Agust 9th, after a little better than 
a month’s absence, we had the pleasure of 
seeing the boat return laden with prisoners, 
the gods of the heathen,taken in this blood- 
less war, won by the blood of Him who is 
the Princeof Peace. They were six days 
at sea in the open boat. On reading their 
letters, we felt perhaps something of that 
holy joy that the angelic hosts will experi- 
ence when they snall shout,“ The king- 
doms ot this world are become the king- 
dom of our God and of his Christ.” The 
letters were from Auura, the chief of Ru- 
rutu, Mahemene and Puna. Although 
Auura was only with us for a short time, 
he made such progress that he had com- 
pletely learned the Spelling-book, part of 
the Catechism, and could read in the Gos- 
pel of Matthew before he lejt us; he could 
write and spell correctly. The following 
is a translation of the letter from Maha- 
mene and Puna, the two native teachers, to 
Messrs Williams and Trelkeld, dated Ru- 
rutu, Friday, July 13, 1821, 


_ “ May you two have peace through God 
in your residence at Raiatea. We think 
God has heard your prayers, because we 
received no ijl treatment on board the ship, 





ner, that when he got back he should find 
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and because we are both now alive at Ru- 
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rutu. Behold! they have given to us this 
land, not becuuse we asked it but because 
of their hatred to the evil spirit. Pray 
earnestly to God that we may have a. per- 
manent residence at Rurutu, whilst we are 
teaching them their letters, and to know 
the name of the Son of God, and showing 
them the evils of their ways On the 8th 
July the meeting of the chiefs and king 
was held, when Auura spake thus to the 
chiefs and king: * Friends, this is my de- 
sire, and therefore am | come to thie land, 
that you may know the name of the Son of 
God, and the work of the Holy Spirit, in 
enlightening our hearts, and the mercy of 
God towards us_ this is my desire, let 
the evil spirit be this instant cast into the 
fire. (Meaning the idols of the evil spi- 
rit.) Is it agreeable to yous kings and 
chiefs; shall we burn the evil spirit even 
now; shall we overthrow his kingdom? 
Do not any more let us worship him ; ne- 
ver more let us implore him ; let him have 
no more reign in our hearts. Let him 
have nothing in this land that has no teach- 
ers Let the government of these litte 
islands become Jehovah’s, and his alone, 
then my heart will rejoice through you 
Behold! you thought I had- been eaten up 
in the depths of the sea by the evil spirit ; 
but behold I am not destroyed by him; he 
is the great foundation of all deceit. I did 
not know that God would guide me to that 
land (Raiatea) where the teachers are; 
there the word of God flourishes and grows, 
andl behold, (.0d has guided me back again, 
Will it be agreeable to you that we should 
assembie together at one place, and all eat 
tocether ? 

The king and chiefs answered thus, ¢ It 
is perfectly agreeable to us, we will re- 
ceive and hold fast the word of life We 
are pleased because of your saying, Burn 
the cvil spirit in the fire. Letevery thing 
made by our hands (asa god) be charred 
in the fire. Behold you say, O Auura, that 
we have spirits or souls; we never knew 
that man possessed a spirit—no ; never, 
never.” 

Auura then answered thus; ‘I have one 
more word tosay to you. These two men 
(the teachers) are chosea by the church at 
Raiatea. God caused the thought to grow 
in the hearts of the Missionaries, and be 

hold they have sent them to teach us to 
read: because of their great love to us 
these two are sent. ‘The Missionaries 
think very much of them; forthe Mis- 
sionaries are very compassionate towards 
us. The people of Raiatea thought, in 
their regard to these two men, that 
they would be killed in our land, and 
that the boat would be seized by us. The 
Raiateans think our land is a barbarous 
land; therefore do not ill use these men, 
behave with great kindness to them, it will 
be well.” The king and chiefs answered, 
‘It is perfectly agreeable to us.’ 

Now, lo! up started two men inspired by 
the evil spirits. One of the evil spirits 
said, ‘*[t’s agreeable, It’s agreeable: we 
wil! hold the good word.’* The other man 
wh was also inspired by the evil spirit, 
thus spake, ‘I have seen the foundation of 
the firmanent, upinthe sky. ‘Taaroa, (the 
great idol) brought me forth.” Auura then 
answered the evil spirit thus, ‘ Do you leap 
up then, that we may see you flying up in- 
to the sky. Do so now immediately ‘Tru- 
ly thou art even the foundation of deceit. 
The people of Rurutu have been com- 
pletely destroyed through you, and through 
you alonejand now youjshall not deceive us 
again:. we will not be deceived again 
through you. We know the true God: 
begone. If the Son of God stood in our 
presence you would be ashamed.’ When 
Auura had done speaking, he sat down. 
Mahemene then stood up and said, ‘ You 
have agreed and your desire isto Jesus, 
that he may save your spirits. Ye are the 
lands for which the Missionaries at Raiatea, 
Tahiti, Moorea, Huaheine, Borabora, and 
England have prayed. The churches 
wherever there are Missionaries, have 
compassion upon the lands that have no 
teachers ; therefore they subscribe pro- 
perty, that the word of God may be sent 
to the lands that are without teachers. The 
Missionaries of Raiatea, have sent us two 
to teach you letters and the name of the 
true God. May you be saved through Je- 
sus Christ,’ 


Mahamene then sat down. Puna (the 
other teacher) then rose and said, ‘ Dear 
friends, this is my thought towards you, in 
your living in darkness and in the shade of 
death. Behold, you are eating the food ot 
death—the poisonous fish, and drinkin, 
bitter water, Behold, we are here before

youto make known to you the true God, 
that you may know him. This I say toyou 
O king and chiefs, prepare one place 
where you may all ea: together, you and 
your wives and children, and your king, at 
one eating place, and there the evil spirit 
who has just inspired that man shall be 
completely ashamed: he has no refuge ; 
but cast away every disgraceful thing from 
among you, for that is the reason he re- 
mains among you. You worship him and 
he is accustomed to deceive you ; but now 
be fervent in prayer to God that you may 
escape. Should you not listen to that word, 
you will die, and you will bear the wrath of 
God, and you will be led by the evil spirit 
you have now cast away, into the fire of 
hell ; but if you regard the word and the 
name of the Son of God, you will by that 
means be saved. May you be saved through 
Jesus Christ. MASAMENE.

To Messrs. Williams and Threlkeld, Raiatea. 


The eating together (observes the Mis- 
sionaries was on the day after the meeting, 
and was to be the test of the truth of the 
word of God. If they died according to 
the predictions of the priests, name/y, that 
any woman eating either hog or turtle 
would surely be eaten by the evil spirit ; 
or any one eating ona sacred filace would 
surely die, and be eaten also :—then they 
woukl not destroy their gods; but if no 
one sustained any injury, they would then 
utterly destroy all their idols. They met 
accordingly ; and after satisfying their ap- 
petites, without sustaining any injury, they 
arose. boldly seized their gods, and then 
proceeded to demolish totally the Moiais, 
which was all completely affected that day. 

It is worthy of remark, that when the 
boat first reached the shore, Mahemene 
and Puna, with their party, knelt down on 
the spot to return thanks to God for their 
preservation, not knowing that the spot was 
sacred to Oro, one of their idols. The 
Rurutuans said immediately,‘ This peo- 
ple will die.” The party also ate inadvere 
tently om a sacred spot; and when the 
Rurutuans saw that, they said, * No doubt 
they will die for this trespass on the sa- 
cred ground ;’ and looking earnestly, ex- 
pected some one to have swollen, or fallen 
dead suddenly ; out after they had looked a 
considerable time, and saw no harm come to 
them, they changed their minds, and said, 
‘Surely theirs is the truth ; but perhaps 
the god will come in the night and kill 
them: we will wait and see’ One man 
actually went in the night to the wife of the 
chief (Auura) who also ate a part of a hog, 
or turtle, on the sacred spot, and said, * Are 
you still alive?” When the morning ar- 
rived, and the Rurutuans found no harm 
had happened to any of them, they be- 
came exceedingly disgusted at their hav- 
ing been deceived so long by the evil spirit.

HOSTILITY TO MISSIONS. 


In the hostile conflict of human passions, 
whatever may be the object against which 
they are enlisted, thereis a period for which 
their fiercest energy is reserved.— This is 
the decisive crisis, when the confidence of 
assured success, or the desperation of an- 
ticipated defeat, arouses them to one last 
effort, to achieve a final triumph, or to re- 
linquish forever a hopcless opposition. 
This fact, which needs no proof to any one 
who is familiar with the history of national 
or individual feuds, affords an important 
and significant explanation of that hostility 
to Missions, which has recently been quick- 
ened to vigilant activity, and in operating 
in every form of open and covert attack to 
oppose the sacred cause ; to unnerve the 
arm of Christian philanthropy, and to chill 
the ardour of a holy desire for the salva- 
tion of men; the formal phamphlet, and 
the ephemeral newspaper, are employed 
to diffuse its designing statements. It as- 
sumes various shapes to promote its pur- 
poses, and to elude detection. At one time 
it appears in the guise of benevolent zeal 
for the cause of religion at home; at an- 
othe:, it takes the imposing form of vigi- 
lant guardianship of the property of the 
public, and rises its indignant voice against 
the extortion of Missionary and other so- 
cietics. Anon it betrays its real character 
by significant sneers at the romantic folly 
of Christian efforts ; by i!l suppressed ex- 
ultation at every instance of apparent fail- 
ure of success; and by unwearied attempts 
to bring intosuspicion the motives of every 
prominent advocate of the missions. We 
have noted all its phases, and generally 
found it bearing th: same aspect of hostil. 
ity to the cause of tse Redeemer We have 
not found that the opponents of foreign 





missions have attested the sincerity of their 
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professions, by active efforts for the pro- 
motion of piety athome We hive often 
remarked, that the loudest among these 
declaimers have been those, who save lit 
tle evidence, that they felt any attachment 
tu the holy doctrines end sanctifying in- 
fluences of the Gospel. 4 sordid ive of 
money, and a jealous dishke of effurts which 
refiroach their own indiffcrence, udded to an 
entire disregard or nusconcepfition of the true 
firincihle of the gosfiel, we have almost ine 
variably found to be the real catises of the 
clamor against missions, and other benevo- 
lent efforts, 

We have remarked, that the opposition 
has recently acquired more activity In 
addition to the other methods adopted to 
prejudice the public mind, we have observ- 
ed, with regret, that several influential edi- 
tors have leni their aid to give circulation 
lo misstatements and inuendoes adverse to 
the interests of missions, and to the char- 
acters of their promoters. While profes- 
sing to maintain an impartial neutrality re- 
specung religious opinions, they have not 
thought it inconsistent with their duty to 
indulge in remarks, distressing to the feel- 
ings of nearly all their readers, who love 
the Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity. This 
increased hostility, however, may be re- 
garced as making a crisis in the great con- 
test between the spirit of Missions, and 
the principles and teelings of its enemies. 
Strong in the strength of the Omnipotent, 
and advancing at the command and under 
the guidance of the Captain of salvation, 
the hiends of missions are daily extending 
their march, and planting in “ Satan’s 
seat,” the standard of the cross. It is per- 
fectly in accordance with the usual course 
of things, that, at such a period, the ene- 
mies of the cause should rally all their 
forces, and meke one last desperate effort 
to oppose the triumphs of the Gospel. All 
opposition will be vain. ‘Lhe stone which 
was Cut out of the mountain without hands, 
Shal fill the whole earth.

pared with what the Episcopal Missiona- 
ries in these parts receive. The late Mr 
Williamson was appointed travelling agent 
for the British and Foreign Bible Scciety, 
and was to receive a salary of 250 pounds 
sterling, besides his travelling expenses 
Still the English Societies have, in general, 
more money than men. You merely de- 
fray the expenses of your Missionaries, and 
those kept down by the most rigid econo- 
my; and yet there are generally several 
waiting, who cannot be sent abroad for 
wantof money. An individual in England 
sometimes sends forth a Missionary, and 
provides liberally for his support. The 
lamented Burkhardt was thus employed 
Mr. Wolff is now supported oy one or two 
individuals. Among all the men of afflu- 
ence in America, are there none who will 
go and do likewise. j , 
There is, however, one incorrect opi- 
nion often expressed on this subject; it is, 
that Missionaries cannot go to the heathen 
unless money is contributed for their sup- 
port. Thisis not universally true. They 
can gO, in some cases, and to some people 
and labour for their own support. It is 
true, that, in this way, they cannot main- 
tain schools, perform journies, print books, 
and give their whole time and strength to 
Missionary labour. But they may, In ma- 
ny places, support themselves, and still 
have a fiart of their time for their appro- 
priate work. If the labour and anxiety, 
attending this course, are necessary to pre- 
pare us for success, I hope the Lord wiil 
give us grace to do his will witn all cheer- 
fulness and diligence. The Baptist Mis- 
sionaries in India, supported themselves, 
for atime, by superintending an Indigo 
factory. The Moravians, in a great mea- 
sure, support themselves by their own la- 
bors. In this part of the world, one or two 
single men might live by devoting three or 
four hours a day teaching the children of 
Europeans who have settled here. If the 
means are not provided for outfit and pas- 
sage, employment for a certain period in 
America, would procure what might suf- 
fice. There are Missionaries, who are 
willing to go, if the churches wiil support 
them. Let the question now be “ dre there 
Missionaries who will go and support them-
